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More recently, the ARRB took 
testimony from Humes and Boswell yet 
again, and there have been persistent 
stories afoot since mid-1997 that based 
on their testimonies, the ARRB was going 
to recommend to the Department of 
Justice that both be charged with 
perjury. 

So let us not weep for James Humes, 
as we did not for David Belin. They both 
had jobs to do, and they did them. In 
Humes’ case, there was just no way he 
could continue to maintain the fraudulent 
event that has been called an autopsy.

Lawrence X. Cusack III, who eryoyed a 
brief celebrity [as well as the attention of 
Sy Hersh, prior to the publication of his 
JFK debunk] because he purported to 
“own” a collection of 700 documents he 
inherited from his father who he claimed 
to have been a Kennedy family advisor.

file cabinets full; he let me rummage all 
the same.] Harold is 86 years old and 
was in the thick of the fight from the first 
day, and has earned the respect from the 
entire assassination community.
